^P It depends on mood but I like 
re-discovering stuff I'd almost

are back to basics.

I'd got back to Victorian and Edwardian times. It's still 
close to the Georgian period and everything was 
done properly. We still had a bit of an Empire and you 
could travel to places that hadn't been touched yet.

Stolen tools totaling £1 Ok 
seized after house search 

THOUSANDS of pounds worth of tools and items of gar¬ 
den machinery have been recovered by the police after 
executing a warrant in Martock. 

Officers are appealing for anyone to come forward 
who may have had items like these stolen and can iden¬ 
tify any of the seized tools or equipment, which include 
chainsaws, hedge trimmers, routers, generators, circular 
saws, welders, disc cutters, a compressor, a sander, a 
borer worht an estimated £1,000, jack hammers, power 
washers and a ride-on lawn mower. 

In total, about 60 tools and other items were seized 
with an estimated average value of around £200 per 
item. 

Five people have already been able to identify some 
of the items as having been stolen in the Crewkerne and 
Chard area last summer. 

PC Lisa Wright said: "The amount of items seized is be¬ 
lieved to be worth well over £10,000. There are a lot of 
high value items among the equipment and we are 
keen to reunite as many stolen items as possible with 
their rightful owners. 

"It has taken some time to record and register all the 
seized items and to contact people who have reported 
a similar theft to us. We are now keen to widen the ap¬ 
peal for people to come forward as we believe some of 
the tools may have been stolen across the borders in 
Devon or Dorset and we know not everyone reports the 
theft of these types of items or gives detailed informa¬ 
tion about what has been stolen if they report it. 

"Even if the owner has already claimed for the theft of 
their product on their insurance we would still urge 
people to come forward so that we can ascertain 
whether or not the items are stolen." 

Three men and a woman have been arrested in con¬ 
nection with this investigation and are currently on po¬ 
lice bail. 

• POLICE have received reports of staddle stones and 
garden troughs and pots being stolen in North Perrott, 
Haselbury Plucknett and surrounding villages. 

Anyone who has similar items in their gardens are 
being asked to step up their security by moving them 
to a more secure or gates area. 

If you see anyone acting suspiciously, please call 999. 
For all other non-emergency calls and to report crime 
call 101.

climb on its way around 
the clock, half an hour 
“going up” to the clock, 
then another half an hour 
“going down”. 

The minutes become the 
steps that time uses to 
climb over the mountains 
and the hands are repre¬ 
sented by a foot and a fin¬ 
ger which children relate 
to with their own feet and 
fingers. 

The school had been de¬ 
lighted with the new 


method and has seen great 
results in the classroom. 

St Bartholomew’s has 
been trialling the concept 
to offer feedback for any 
adaptations needed by the 
creator of the clock. 

Wagtail class teacher Al¬ 
ison Pearse said: “The 
children are making amaz¬ 
ing progress and I thor¬ 
oughly recommend it. 
They are loving it and 
picking it up very 
quickly.”

Spate of heating oil thefts 


ILMINSTER beat team have warned residents that there 
has been a small increase is in domestic heating oil thefts 
by organised groups. 

PC Andrew Stuart advised: “Keep it locked and out of 
sight if possible, there are many different alarms that can 
be fitted these days at reasonable prices (compared to the 
cost of oil).” 

In his monthly update to the town council PC Stuart con¬ 
tinued: “A Neighbourhood Watch ringmaster message has 
been sent out reminding people to be vigilant over the se¬ 
curity of oil and gas bottles over the coming months. This 
has also been passed to Farmwatch as we have suspicious 
vehicles to look out for. We have had a few good results 
locally due to a ‘see it, report it’ attitude that gives us valu¬ 
able minutes head start rather than waiting until later. 

“There are some incidents of damage to motor vehicles 
in the past five weeks. There has also been damage to shop 
windows and doors, the majority of these incidents have 


been after the pubs have closed, licensees should be re¬ 
minded of their responsibility to the larger community and 
if this continues further action will be taken. 

“The recent robust policing of the rec and neighbouring 
areas has seen a reduction in anti-social behaviour and 
calls relating to it over the last two months. I am sure the 
weather has also been a contributing factor. 

“Following good intelligence there was a warrant exe¬ 
cuted under the misuse of drugs act near to Ilminster, 
which result in an amount of cannabis plants being seized 
and a male being charged to court for possession with the 
intent to supply. 

“Another male was remanded in custody following an 
attack on his partner and the attending police officers, do¬ 
mestic violence still makes up a large amount of calls to 
the Police. All domestic related calls are treated with the 
utmost urgency and this has removed another perpetrator 
from an abusive relationship.”

SCHOOLCHILDREN have spent a week learning to 
make bread in the kitchen of the White Horse, in Hasel- 
bury Plucknett, thanks to landlords Richard and Re¬ 
becca Robinson. 

Each morning a group of five children from the vil¬ 
lage school learnt how to make white loaves and fo- 
caccia from scratch with the help of chef Richard and 
his staff. 

The loaves were then baked and taken to the school 
for sale at the gate. 

The children not only learned the basic three bread 
ingredients of flour, yeast and water, but the terminol¬ 
ogy such as kneading, proving and walking - the latter 
being how the dough is tidied up with a scraper and 
moved back into manageable shape if it gets too 
gooey. 

Parent helper Diane Busby was extremely impressed 
with the pilot project. 

She said: "I can't stress enough how amazing they 
have been here. Richard has given so much informa¬ 
tion and practical help and the children all get to take 
a recipe worksheet so they can bake at home." 

Richard and Rebecca, who took over the White Horse 
last April having moved from London, said the link 
with the school was the result of chatting with Friday 
night customers. 

Mrs Robinson commented: "We have two year old 
and we moved here because of the schools. It is a 
small community and we wanted to give something 
back. I went to look around the school and it's really 
lovely." 

Mr Robinson said the sessions had been so success¬ 
ful, he hoped to continue next term with baking 
something else.The chefs recieved a hand-written let¬ 
ters from the children saying 
they looked forward to re¬ 
turning and baking biscuits.

fast that the company is now hav¬ 
ing to build a much bigger brew¬ 
ery in order to keep up with 
demand. 

Although overall UK beer sales 
have fallen by 15% since 2008 and 
were down last year by 5.3%, the 
Town Mill Brewery's sales rocketed 
by 95% in 2012. 

That's almost 10 times the aver¬ 
age sales increase of 9.7% 
recorded by the Society for Inde¬ 
pendent Brewers for 2011 -2012. 

No wonder that as the brewery 
marks its third birthday this Easter 
its local founders are now saying 
"cheers" to a bright idea which, as 
director Julian Shaw puts it, was 
"the sort of thing that you talk 
about if you've had a few pints". 

Although The Cobb remains 
Lyme's iconic symbol, the Town 
Mill Brewery's Cobb Ale is putting 
the town on wider maps - with the 
Lyme brand beer and its cellar 
mates Black Ven, Lyme Gold and 
Town Mill Best having sold to 166 
pubs and 93 shops throughout the 
West Country. 

"We sold a total of 80,000 pints 
last year," said sales director Allan 
Swannell, "our only problem has 
been the lack of space to make 
more beer at the Town Mill." 

Any issue there has now been re¬ 
solved with expansion to a new 
brewhouse on George Eyre's Sad- 
borow Estate at nearby Thorn- 
combe. 

At 10 times the space of the ex¬ 
isting Town Mill site, the new 
brewhouse gives the brewery the 
capacity to expand to a potential 



14,000 pints per week. 

But growth is not to be at the 
cost of master brewer Rainer Dres- 
selhaus's dedicated care and at¬ 
tention to the distinctive taste of 
the local ales that thousands of 
beer-drinkers are clearly clamour¬ 
ing for. 

"We take a green approach 
which is key to our strategy," said 
Mr Swannell, "At the Sadborow 
Brewhouse the water for the beer 
comes from a natural spring on 
the estate and it is heated by a 
wood-burning stove that uses 
wood from the estate. The new 
brewery will produce more beer at 
much lower cost." 

Back at the Mill yard where the 
brewery and beer shop has be¬ 



come one of Lyme's most interest¬ 
ing attractions, business is so 
bustling that the shop is now 
open seven days a week as hun¬ 
dreds of visitors come to buy 
Lyme beers by the swing-top bot¬ 
tle, carry case, jug and, for party 
planners, 5, 10 and 20 litre polyp¬ 
ins and 72-pint firkins. 

"We have fascinated customers 
visiting from around Britain and 
all over the world," said brewery 
manager Richard Surtees. 

"They feel that we're adding to 
Lyme's charm and character and 
they are loving the beer." 

Besides the lure of the variety of 
ale and porter, the Town Mill 
Brewery is also drawing crowds 
for its range of Dorset Nectar cider 
and a unique line of chutneys and 
mustards that are made with the 
award-winning real beer. 

"The mustards and chutneys are 
selling out almost as soon as 
they're in the shop", said Mr Sur¬ 
tees. 

But it is the Lyme brand beer 
that promises the best return for 
investors looking to back the new 
'localism economics' in its most 
attractive example of growth. 
With future plans including team¬ 
ing up with the Town Mill Cafe so 
that visitors can enjoy fresh, real 
beer with a meal in the Mill Yard, 
sales manager Penny Corp-Palmer 
finding new trade business and 
their cask beers reaching still fur¬ 
ther markets, The Town Mill Brew¬ 
ery looks to be business with a 
good head on it.

Are small business employers in the South West ready for automatic enrolment of pensions? 


A RECENT report on automatic enrolment for 
pensions from The National Employment Savings 
Trust (NEST) has revealed that so far less than half 
of employers with under 5,000 employees have 
confirmed their pension provider. 

Chartered Accountant Robert Stone, from llmin- 
ster in Somerset, is concerned that small business 
employers have not given themselves enough 
time to prepare for their enrolment dates, which 
are staged between June 2015 and April 2017. 
"Those dates may seem a long way off," said 
Robert Stone, "but too many small businesses are 
still largely ignorant of what they have to do to 
comply." 

Automatic Enrolment is a new law that came 
into force in October 2012. It means every em¬ 
ployer must enrol employees aged between 22 
and state pension age, who work in the UK and 
earn over £8,105 a year, into a workplace pension 
scheme. 

Employers will have to formally assess their em¬ 
ployees to decide who must be enrolled. Employ¬ 
ees can opt out, but they must be automatically 
enrolled back in at regular intervals, usually every 
three years. All employers will have to provide 
workers with a workplace pension scheme by law 
over the next few years. 

When does Automatic Enrolment start? 

The staging date for pensions automatic enrol¬ 
ment for each employer is based on the number 
of people in its PAYE scheme on 1 April 2012. The 
larger the employer's PAYE scheme, the earlier the 
staging date, with the first staging date being 1 


October 2012 for employers with 120,000 or 
more. Employers with fewer than 50 employees 
will have staging dates between June 2015 and 
April 2017. 

What happens on the staging date? 

From their staging date onwards, employers 
must automatically enrol eligible employees in a 
pension scheme when they reach the income tax 
threshold (£8105 for 2012/13), but contributions 
will be based on any earnings over the employee 
threshold for national insurance contributions 
(£5564 for 2012/13). 

How much will employers 
have to contribute? 

The contribution rate for workplace pension 
schemes is being phased in between 1 October 
2012 and 1 October 2018. There is a transitional 
period for contribution rates leading up to 1 Oc¬ 
tober 2018. For employers, this will be a contribu¬ 
tion rate of 1% up to 30 September 2017, 2% 
between 1 October 2017 and 30 September 
2018, and 3% after that. Broadly speaking, the 
total minimum contribution required from 1 Oc¬ 
tober 2018 will be 8% of a specified band of earn¬ 
ings, comprising an employer contribution (3%), 
an employee contribution (4%) and tax relief 
0 %). 

What steps should employers 
take now? 

Employers should: 

• Check their staging date. 

• If they have an existing pension scheme, they 
should find out whether it will qualify for auto¬

Starting up a business, a guide from GOV.UK 


Start with an idea 

IF YOU'RE thinking of starting up a busi¬ 
ness, you'll first need to come up with a re¬ 
alistic idea that you can turn into a product 
or service. Find local support, including 
help with developing business ideas, on 
the National Enterprise Network website. 

Register your idea 

You might have already come up with an 
idea for a business you think there's a mar¬ 
ket for, or invented something you think 
people will want to buy. Find out how to 
register your idea to make sure nobody 
copies it without your permission. 

Turn your idea into a business 

1. Research your market - identify poten¬ 
tial customers. Talk to them and find out if 


your idea is meeting a real need. 

2. Develop and plan - test your product 
or service with real customers, make 
changes, and test it again. Keep doing this 
until you're sure there's a demand for it. 

3. Find partners and suppliers - think 
about who you're going to work with to 
develop and sell your idea. 

4. Set up your business - work out which 
legal structure is right for you, and whether 
you want to sell shares. 

5. Get funding - explore different sources 
of business finance, from bank loans to 
government-backed schemes. 

If you're unemployed, you might be able 
to get support and financial help from Job- 
centre Plus.

Part 2: Research your market 

Test your business idea with potential 
customers to check if there's real demand 
for what you're planning to sell. This lets 
you find out about any problems and fix 
them before you've wasted too much time, 
effort and money. 

Watch a video on researching your mar¬ 
ket to understand your customers'needs. 

1. Identify potential customers. Talk to 
them and find out about their needs. 

2. If you can, make a basic version of your 
product or service (a'prototype'). Work out 
the cheapest and quickest way of making 
something that lets you find out if you're 
meeting a real customer need. 

3. Test it with them and get feedback. 
Find out what they'd be willing to pay for 
it. Try out different prices with different cus¬ 
tomers in a consistent, realistic way to see 
what people will really pay. Can you make 
enough money for a return on your invest¬ 
ment? 

4. If there are other businesses compet¬ 
ing for your market, think about what will 
make you different. Can you provide some¬ 
thing better than what's already available? 

Example 

If you're in retail you could try different 
opening hours or home delivery. You could 
aim for a specific group of customers who 
aren't being targeted by other businesses

(a 'market niche'), make something that's 
easier to use than competitors'products, or 
meet a customer need by solving a prob¬ 
lem that nobody's ever solved before. 

If you're starting a retail business, think 
about testing your idea by taking a short¬ 
term lease on premises for a few weeks or 
months. Watch videos on choosing your 
business premises, and deciding whether 
to rent or buy. 

Part 3: Develop and plan 

Develop and change your idea based on 
what you've found out about your cus¬ 
tomers' needs before investing. Deal with 
any problems you've found with your 
product or service, including the way 
you're planning to make and sell it. 

Go back to your customers and test 
again. 

Keep doing this until you're confident 
that they'll be willing to pay what you're 
asking, and that you're meeting their 
needs. 

If there's no real demand for your idea, 
think about changing it completely. Is there 
another product, service or market that 
uses your skills and resources in a different 
way? 

Write a business plan 

A business plan is a good way to sum up: 

• the customer need you're aiming to meet 

• how your business will meet that need 
while making a profit 

It should clearly show the results of your 
customer research, and that you're able to 
explain how you can turn your idea into vi¬ 
able business before you invest lots of time 
and money. 

Your plan can also be a very helpful tool 
to convince other people of the value of 
your business.This includes potential part¬ 
ners and sources of funding. 

Part 4: Find partners and suppliers 
Many businesses start with just one per¬ 
son, known as a'sole trader! If you set up as 
a sole trader you'll be self-employed, which 


means you'll be your own boss. 

You'll also be responsible for: 

• managing your own time 

• looking after all of your company's admin 
and accounts 

• taking risks with your own money, partic¬ 
ularly if you're leaving full-time employ¬ 
ment 

Whether you set up as a sole trader, part¬ 
nership or limited company, your business 
is likely to involve working with more peo¬ 
ple to develop and sell your idea - includ¬ 
ing partners, suppliers and distributors. 

Partners 

Finding a co-founder with relevant skills 
and knowledge that are different to yours 
lets you focus on what you're best at. 

For example, you might be selling a 
product you invented, or a service that uses 
a particular skill or talent you have, but not 
have any hands-on experience of running 
a business. If so, you might want to work 
with someone who has business and man¬ 
agement skills, and can look after things 
like financial planning and recruitment. 

Consider working with several partners 


in a team. You'll be able to share responsi¬ 
bilities including risk, getting funding, ex¬ 
pertise and sharing contacts. 

Suppliers 

Whether you're making a product and 
you need raw materials, or supplies and 
equipment to run your service, many busi¬ 
nesses need to work closely with suppliers. 

Search online and talk to other busi¬ 
nesses. Draw up a list of potential suppliers. 
Get estimates, then go and talk to them so 
you can: 

• negotiate prices 

• start to develop relationships 

• get a sense of which suppliers are reliable 
and trustworthy 

You'll need to agree on payment terms 
with your suppliers, and get them in writ¬ 
ing. This includes your'trade credit' period 
(how many days you agree to pay invoices 
within), and whether they can offer you 
discounts for things like buying in bulk or 
quick payments. 

You'll also need to find suppliers for the 
equipment you'll need to run your

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business, including your IT systems. 

Getting your product to market 

If you're planning to sell your product in 
shops and expand outside of your local 
area, you'll need to work with a distributor. 
If you're selling overseas, consider [working 
with a freight forwarderj/freight-forward- 
ing-moving-goods "Freight forwarders: 
moving goods") who can deal with export¬ 
ing your goods. 

Build a website 

You can also attract customers and in¬ 
crease awareness by setting up a website 
for your business. Search online for re¬ 
sources, as well as local web design and de¬ 
velopment companies you can work with. 

You may also be able to sell your product 
or service directly through your website. 

Part 5: Set up your business 


You'll need to decide which legal struc¬ 
ture is right for your business before you 
register and start trading. 

It's important to understand the different 
risks and benefits before you choose - 
whetheryou set up as a sole trader, limited 
company or partnership affects: 

• the amount of financial risk you're taking 
on 

• the way you'll need to pay tax, and report 
to HM Revenue & Customs (HMRC) and 
Companies House (for limited companies 
and some types of partnership) 

• how much control you have over how 
your business is run 

Employing people 

If you'll need extra help or people with 
specific skills to run your business, you 
might decide to take on employees. Find 


out about your legal responsibilities as an 
employer, including things like pay, tax and 
insurance, before you start employing staff. 

You'll need to register as an employer 
with HMRC if you want to employ people, 
even if you're a sole trader. 

Other responsibilities 
Even if you're not employing people, you'll 
need to get insurance for your 
business.Find an authorised insurer on 
the British Insurance Brokers'Association 
(BIBA) website. Depending on the type 
of activities your business is involved in, 
you might need to get certain licences 
and permits. Use the licence finder tool 
to find out which licenses and permits 
you need to get. 

Working with advisers 

Make sure you get an estimate from 
any advisers you work with, and agree in 
advance what they will do. 

Some advisers will charge an hourly 
fee, and others may offer a fixed price for 
a piece of work. It's always worth getting 
several quotes before you decide who to 
use, so you can compare prices and 
make sure you'll be able to work well to¬ 
gether. 

Accountants 

An accountant can help with things 
like financial advice and managing 
growth. You can also appoint them as an 
'agent'to deal with your tax affairs, sub¬ 
mit your VAT returns and deal with HM 
Revenue & Customs (HMRC) on your be¬ 


half. 

Legal advisers 

You should also consider getting legal 
advice when setting up your business. 
This is particularly important if you want 
to sell shares. 

Part 6: Get funding 

When you start a business, there'll usu¬ 
ally be period when you're investing lots 
of time, effort and money before you 
start making a profit. It's important to re¬ 
search your market to make sure your 
customers will really pay for your prod¬ 
uct or service before you do this. 

Once you're confident that they will, 
you should explore different sources of 
funding to help with the costs of starting 
up your business. 

Government schemes 

If you need some initial funding to test 
and develop your business idea, you 
might be able to get help from a govern¬ 
ment-backed support scheme. 

Get a bank loan 

Once you can show that there's a mar¬ 
ket for your idea, one option for funding 
your start-up costs is getting a bank loan. 
You'll need to be able to: 

• give the bank realistic cash flow fore¬ 
casts 

• prove that you'll be able to pay back 
the loan with interest 

The bank might require you to provide 
security against your loan, like your 
house or car, in case you don't repay. You 


should think carefully about how much 
risk you're willing to take on before you get 
a loan or give any personal guarantees. 

Selling shares 

If you need more investment, you might 
be able to raise money to fund your growth 
plan by selling shares in your business. You 
can do this by getting friends and family to 
invest. However, if this isn't enough you can 
look for sources of'equity funding', includ¬ 
ing: 

•'business angels'(wealthy individuals who 
invest in start-up businesses) 

• 'venture capital'from companies who in¬ 
vest large sums of money in businesses that 
they think will grow quickly (known as'pri¬ 
vate equity'companies) 

•'crowdfunding' (where a large group of 
people invest money in a business idea, 
usually via the internet) 

• alternative sources of funding like'peer-to- 


peer lending' 

Any outside investors will own the com¬ 
pany jointly with you and the other 
founders.They have a say in the running of 
the company, and are entitled to get a 
share of the profits, known as'dividends'. 

You should get legal advice before sell¬ 
ing shares in your business. 

Search for equity funding 
Find out about equity funding and ven¬ 
ture capital, and search for sources of fund¬ 
ing from the: 

• British Private Equity & Venture Capital 
Association (BVCA) 

• UK Business Angels Association 

• Next Generation Finance Consortium 
(NGFC) 

You can also sign up for the Seed Enter¬ 
prise Investment Scheme - your investors 
will get certain tax reliefs, making your 
company more attractive to investment.
